Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.805, §1.806 and §1.808 the undersigned states that: 



1. The above-referenced application, as amended, contains reference to a biological deposit. 
B cell hybridomas which express anti-ouabain monoclonal antibodies have been created. 
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Specifically, deposits of B cell hybridomas which express 5A12, 7-1, 1-10 and 8E4 
anti-ouabain monoclonal antibodies have been made under the terms of the Budapest 
Treaty on behalf of Massachusetts General Hospital, Building 149, 13 Street, 
Charlestown, MA 02129-2000 at the American Type Culture Collection (ATCC), 10801 
University Boulevard, Manassas, Virginia 201 10-2209 under Accession Numbers 
PTA-812, PTA-813, PTA-814 and PTA-815, respectively. 

2. In accordance with 37 C.R.F. §1 .805(a), after notification during pendency of the subject 
application for patent, application for reissue patent or reexamination proceeding that 
samples of deposit(s) PTA-812, PTA-813, PTA-814 and PTA-815 cannot be furnished or 
that samples thereof can be furnished but the deposit(s) has become contaminated or has 
lost its capability to function as described in the specification by the depository, the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office will be notified in writing in each application for patent or 
patent affected. In addition, a replacement or supplement of the deposit(s) will be made 
if necessary, which is governed by the same considerations governing the need for 
making an original deposit under the provisions set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.802(b).
